Czech Charita 
Has Only Two 
Months’ Supply 


Msgr. Oliva Outlines 
Program Of Help For 
Critical Winter Months 


Prague, Nov. 10 —(NC)— Re- 
lief supplies now in the storehous- 
es of the Charita, Catholic relief 
agency here, will last for only two 
months of its winter distribution 
program, it was pointed out in 
discussion here between Msgr. Ed- 
ward Oliva, Charita chairman, and 
James J. Norris, European direct- 
or of War Relief Services—Nation- 
al Catholic Welfare Conference. 

Most of the supplies now on hand 


are from shipments of War Relief 
Services — N.C.W.C., Monsignor 
Oliva informed Mr. Norris. The 
rest are Charita’s own goods, con- 
sisting mainly of sugar, peas, len- 
tils, and flour. He said the winter 
distribution program will open 
around December 1, and that ad- 
ditional relief material must be 
received sometime in January or 
February if Charita’ work for the 
needy is to be accomplished suc- 
cessfully this winter. 


Monsignor Oliva also outlined 
a new plan of distribution to Mr. 
Norris and William J. Sullivan, 
W. R. S—N. C. W. C. delegate in 
Czechoslovakia, who likewise at- 
tended the meeting. Under the 
new plan approved by Archbishop 
Joseph Beran and expected to pre- 
vent misuse or duplication of do- 
nations, the Charita chairman ex- 
plained, benefactors and supporters 
of Charita will be asked to pur- 
chase tickets entitling the holder 
to a free meal and will be request- 
ed to give them to the extremely 
needy they know. The meals will 
be served in kitchens of Charita 
institutions and in monasteries 
and convents. All predictions 
point to a severe food shortage 
for Czechs this winter, Monsignor 
Oliva said. The new plan will be 
followed in Prague and in all the 
larger cities in Bohemia and Mor- 
avia. The Slovak Charita in Bra- 
tislava has been informed of the 
Czech plan and has been asked to 
adopt a similar one. 

During the meeting Monsignor 
liva conveyed to Mr. Norris in 
the name of Archbishop Beran the

Among the lat- 
ter, 185 cases were handled free of 
any charge becausé they involved 
poor persons. Judges of the Rota, 
he concluded, have only God before 
their eyes in rendering judgment. 

In his reply, the Holy Father 
said that the past year was one of 
consolation and bitterness, of con- 
quest and struggle, for the Church 
against the constant opposition of 
the world. What men expecte 
from, and asked the Church to do 
yesterday; namely, to resist unjust 
impositions and to denounce pub- 
licly the oppression of consciences 
by totalitarian regimes—some- 
thing which the Church did on its 
own initiative and in its own way— 
is regarded today by these very 
same men, who have now attained 
power, as criminal and unlawful in- 
terference in the domain of civil 
authorities. 


The same arguments, the Pontiff 
continued, that were used-Ly yes- 
terday’s tyrannical regimes against 
the Church, defending the divine 
rights and the dignity and liberty 
of men, are used today by the new 
tyrants to combat the Church’s 
persevering action in defending 


ciety. This stamp, deriving from 
the supernatural ends of _ the 
Church, prevents the ecclesiastical 
judiciary from decaying into the 
rigidity and immobility to which 
purely earthly institutions are sub- 
ject. 


This does not mean, the Pope ex- 
plained, that free scope is left to 
ecclesiastical judges in the treat- 
ment of individual cases. The 
Church stands by the principle 
that the judge decides each case 
according to law, the Pontiff went 
on, and this principle, without 
favoring excessive juridical formal- 
ism, serves as a safeguard against 


qd | subjective judgment, which would 


elevate the judge above the law. 


Proper understanding of the 
norms of law, in accordance with 
the mind of the legislator, and 
proper analysis of each individual 
case in the light of law, form an in- 
tellectual work which is an essen- 
tial part of judicial activity, the 
Pope said, explaining that without 
such procedure the verdict of a 
judge would be a command, not a 
right ordering, as positive law in- 
tends. 

The Holy Father said he was not 
unaware of the practical difficul- 
ties which are imposed by modern 
times on ecclesiastical judiciary, 
and which are graver than those 
imposed on civil powers. The ju- 
diciary of a State, he said, does

g the football season heads towards its close in a couple of weeks, 
A ‘+t would take a very courageous man indeed who'd try to figure 
out the leading Catholic college eleven—always excepting Notre Dame 
of the country on the basis of comparative scores. By the time all

As this is written Boston College was one of the few 
teams unbeaten by a Catholic school rival, and had just de- 
feated a powerful Villanoya eleven, 6-0.

Pandemonium In South Bend... 


Before the recent Army-Notre Dame game in the Notre Dame 
stadium university authorities decided to erect temporary bleacher 
seats at each end of the stadium field to seat 1,200 persons. This is 
the first time any such seats have been provided, and the step was 
taken in order to give that many more South Bend people an oppor- 
tunity to see the final game in the 34-year-old Army-Notre Dame 
series. 

No one among the general public had any inkling of the 
proposed step, and when the announcement was made in a 
radio news broadcast in South Bend at about 10 o’clock in the 
morning, pandemonium really broke loose in the town. It was 
very plainly stated that only mail orders containing South 
Bend addresses would be accepted, that no tickets would be 
sold over the counter, and that no orders would be taken by 
telephone, and that no information could be given out by tele- 
phone. Well, you know what happened. 

Within 10 minutes the university’s telephone switchboard 
was completely tied up by calls asking about the tickets, and 
the same fate befell the South Bend Tribune’s switchboard. 
For at least an hour after the broadcast had been made, the 
newspaper switchboard could get nothing else done but answer 
queries about the Army tickets, but it served the paper right 
as its own radio station had made the news broadcast and 
stirred up the listeners. As for me, I got out of the office 
after the first 15 minutes and didn’t show up again until the 
next day. They started calling me and asking me to get them 
tickets, inasmuch as I’m their favorite errand boy.

The Bible An Authority Only With Catholics 


The greatest weakness in Protestantism is its 
-.umption that the Bible was intended to be 
ery “man’s only rule of faith. The Bible is 
‘stinctly a Catholic book, comprising more than 
wee score different authors, who lived in dif- 
sent countries, and, between the first and the 
<t. living 100 years apart. These writings were 


athered together, separated from many other 


jeces of reputed Scripture, and declared to be 
enuine and inspired by the Catholic Church 
wards the end of the fourth century. The 
orld has only the Catholic Churech’s authority 
hat any of these writings were written under 
‘vine inspiration. 

With the utmost eare and labor of copyists, 
he Church preserved these writings for poster- 
vy. as it did all the classical works of antiquity. 
faving the Bible all to its self fer 1100 years 
fore the Reformation the Church could have 


tered it to suit her purposes, eliminating parts 


e did not like, and adding things she did like 
nd the reformers would have known no better. 
‘ the Church were what her enemies claimed 
he was during those centuries she certainly 
ould have done that very thing. In fact, if 

e Church were the enemy of the Bible, as she 
s charged, she could have completely destroyed 
_and the world today would not have any con- 
act with it. 

Could the Bible have any value if it could not 
ce proved that it was written under the inspira- 
ion of the Holy Spirit? 

No, and that is the point we are making, 
amely, that only Catholics, who believe in the 
nfallibility of their Church, can consistently 
ecept the Bible as an inspired work; that when 


Protestants accept the Bible on the Catholic 


rhurch’s word, they are, without realizing it, 
professing belief in the infallibility of this 
hurch. 

If the Catholic Church was so careful to pre- 
erve the writings contained in the Bible could 
t be true that the Church forbids her people 
o read it? 

Of course not. The Church preserved it pre- 
isely in order that the entire world might have 
it to read. When you attend Mass on Sunday 
ou will note from your prayerbook that it is 
opied chiefly from the Bible, that a portion of 
ne of the Epistles is read from the pulpit, as is 
lso a portion of one of the gospels. To show 
heir reverence for the Bible Catholics must 
tand while the gospel is being read; at the altar 
he priest kisses the gospel after he finishes 
eading it, also to show his great reverence for 
tas the word of God. 

Why, then, do we hear that Catholics are not 
ncouraged to read the Bible, that the Church 
orbids her people to read the Protestant Bible, 
hat she has even ordered copies of it to be 


burned ? ‘ 


| The Church has forbidden people to read only 
faulty” versions or translations of the Bible, 
ecause @ version which does not represent an 
eeurate translation of the original certainly 
annot be called God’s word. Protestants could 
ot possibly prove that their version is accurate, 
ae the original writings which were copied 
oe of times by hand in monasteries, have 
* = lost. They must take the Catholic

original, and lafer copies, contained no mistakes. 

Popes have not o¢ly encouraged the Catholic 
people to read the Bible, but have offered special 
Spiritual favors to the ones who will read from 
it for a period of fifteen to twenty minutes each 
day. 

What answer have you to the charge that 
Luther never saw the Bible until after he was 
ordained a@ priest when he accidentally dis- 
covered a copy? 

This is a pure fable. As a priest Luther was 
obligated to read the entire Bible from Genesis 
to Revelation every year under pain of sin. Every 
priest has done that for centuries in his Brev- 
iary. 

Luther was a monk, and every monastery 
had the Bible wide open in its chapel, and an- 
other large volume open for the people te read 
in the monastic church. 


I presume the “chained Bible” is also a fable? 

It is. The open Bible was commonly chained 
to the floor at the side of-the table holding it, 
but that was done only because it was a manu- 
script Bible, written on vellum, and worth, in our 
money, thousands of dollars. It was too precious 
not to be so protected. When you consult a 
time table at your railroad station you usually 
find it chained to a bar at the ticket window. 
It is not chained to keep it from being used, but 
rather from being stolen. So it was with the 
Bible. Before the printing press was invented 
every Bible was written from the first word to 
the last by hand, and represented the lifetime 
labor of a copyist. 

Do you think many people today would have 
the Bible if they could have a copy only if they 
transcribed it themselves by hand from a neigh- 
bor’s copy? 

Would: Protestants be able to distribute the 
Bible widely today if there were not printing 
presses to multiply copies and to produce them 
cheaply? | 

Instead of blaming the Church the entire, 
world should feel itself greatly indebted to her | 
for having her religious in monasteries devote| 
their lives to the multiplication of copies of the’ 
Holy Scriptures for future generations. | 

Is it a fact that most people actually get\ 
their faith from reading the Bible? | 

No. Most people begin to read the Bible only | 
after they have membership in one or other 
of the churches. Children of Methodists, or 
Baptists, or Presbyterians, or Lutherans are 
usually raised in the religion of their parents. 

Has not the Bible been the cause of many 
divisions among Christians? 

The faulty interpretation of the Bible result- 
ing from what Protestants call “the private 
judgment” theory, has produced the hundreds of 
different religious sects. The Bible, as the Con- 
stitution of the United States, needs a Supreme 
Court to determine its meaning when there is any 
dispute about the significance of its teachings 
in matters of faith or morals. Catholics are con- 
sistent in accepting the Bible from the Church 
which gave it to the world, and also in accept- 
ing the interpretation of its text by the Church 
which, throughout all the centuries, has been its 
custodian. Everyone else who accepts the Bible 


as inspired, while rejecting the Catholic Church’s 
infallible authority, is most inconsistent.

Some Church History 
Of The Time. 


A’ the time of the death of Nicholas II, 
Italy was ruled by the Imperial Chan- 


eellor of Henry IV, who declared that he 
wanted the next Pope to be a liberal, who 
would take no notice of his practice of 
selling abbacies and ‘bischoprics. 


In the meantime Archdeacon Hildebrand: 


assembled the Cardinals in Rome who 
under his influence elected Anselm, Bishop 
of Lucea to the Papacy. He took the name 
of Alexander Il. This selection was not 
pleasing to Henry IV. He declared the elec- 
tion null because it took place without his 


cooperation, and then he nominated an 


anti-Pope, who was most unworthy of hold- 
ing such an office. In fact all Catholics who 
heard of the King’s appointment were 
aroused to indignation, and Peter Damian 
wrote a personal letter to him in which he 
said: “Your enthronement, Should it ever 
take place, would be a triumph of the 
wicked; every heart that loves justice 
would feel it as the ruin of the whole 
Church.” Despite his unpopularity the anti- 
Pope raised an army and marched toward 
Rome. But he was vigorously repulsed. 


Because this did not quell the ambitions 


of the anti-Pope, Peter Damian wrote to 


Henry IV as follows: “As the two powers 
of priest and king are united in Jesus 
Christ, the same mutual union should exist 
among the Christian people.

Henry IV, the German Emperor, had) 
lived a most immoral life from early man- 
hood. The Archbishop of Menz made seri-' 
ous accusations against the Emperor to the! 
Pope, who sent Peter Damian to make an’ 
investigation. Damian found the charges’ 
true, reproached the Emperor, and begged 
him to redeem his reputation if he ever 
hoped to be crowned by the Pope. 

After this mission Peter Damian begged 
the Pope to release him from the post he 
held in the Church in order that he might 
spend the rest of his days in the solitude 
of prayer and study. His services to the 


Church were regarded as too valuable to 


venna that he died. 


In France, Spain, Denmark, Norway, 
and Poland peace reigned and the Church 
flourished under regal encouragement. But 
in Sweden, Saxony, Bohemia, Hungary 
there was givil strife and political feuds. 
In the East, now wasted by Mohammed- 
anism, the situation religiously and politi- 
cally was most deplorable. 

Pope Gregory was greatly supported in 
his reform effort by Countess Matilda, 
sovereign of Tuscany and part of Lom- 
bardy. During a reign of more than fifty 
years she was most devoted to the Holy 
See. Pope Gregory urged her to become a 
daily communicant. She had appointed St. 
Anselm, bishop of Lucca her almoner, and 
bequeathed her states of the Holy See. 

Speaking of Henry IV, St. Anselm said: 
“This prince sells bishoprics without the 
least scruple’; and writing about the abuse 
of Investiture Cardinal Humbert observed: 
“How are these laymen so bold as to as- 
sume the right of bestowing upon bishops 
the badges of Apostolic authority? The 
Crozier is the emblem of the pastoral 
charge of souls entrusted to them. The 
ring is, 80 to speak, the seal of the heavenly 
mysteries, which the sacred orators are 
commissioned to dispense.” 

By a special decree Pope Gregory for- 
bade “any layman, of what rank soever, 
whether emperor, marquis, prince or king, 
to confer the investiture; and any cleric, 
Priest, or bishop, to receive it for benefices, 


abbacies, bishoprica, and ecclesiastical dig- 
nities, of whatsoever nature... . No one

partisans and fearing for his throne Henry 
fled secretly to Gregory; crossing the Alps 
in the depths of winter. Stripped of his 
royal robes Henry appeared as a penitent, 
barefoot in the snow, to be absolved from 
his excommunication. 

Upon his return to Germany, Henry re- 
fused to reform himself, He even threat- 
ened to set up an anti-Pope when Gregory 
renewed the sentence of excommunication 
against him. The German Princes in 
March, 1077, elected Rudolph, of Swabia, 
to succeed Henry. This ruler died in 1080, 
whereupon Henry reopened his fight 
against Pope Gregory. He marched on 
Rome in 1081. He wanted to be crowned 
by the Pope, who refused to grant his re- 
quest until he would appear before a Coun- 
cil and do penance. The Pope was exiled 
by Robert Guiscard, Duke of Normandy, 
where he died, uttering the words: “I have 
loved justi¢e and hated-iniquity and, there- 
fore, I die in exile.”

Henry IV, at a meeting of bishops con- 
vened by him, demanded Gregory’s deposi- 
tion, and Henry personally wrote to the 
Pope: “I cease to look upon you as sover- 
eign Pontiff, and in virtue of my rank of 
Roman patrician, I command you to quit 
the See forthwith.” 

The Pope was pressed hard to excom- 
municate Henry, which implied that his 
subjects were freed from all allegiance to 
him. Since this meant his own deposition, 
Henry promised to do whatever would be 
demanded of him for the retention of his 
throne and office. The Pope started off for 
Augsburg, Germany, where a Diet for the 
settlement of the matter was to be had, but 
Henry set out, at the same time, for Rome 


and met the Pope at Canossa, in Italy. | 
There he promised, in a penitential garb, | 


to make amends for his disloyalty and 
persecution of the Church. But Henry’s 
reconciliation proved to be insincere. To 
avenge himself he appointed an anti-Pope 
and accompanied him to Rome, with armed 
forces, to be crowned as Clement III.

the Ministers a draft of a treaty 
containing such agreements as can 
be reached and a list of the ques- 
tions in disagreement, which list 
will inelude all the important ques- 
tions. 

““For two years we have vainly 
pleaded for an Austrian settlement 
because it would make possible the 
withdrawal of Soviet armies of 
occupation not only from Austria 
but from the sattelite states where 
they are kept on the theory that 
it is necessary to protect the lines 
of communication to Austria. An 
occupation army is an idle army 
and an idle army is often a bad 
army. But the very reason that 
prompted us to urge a settlement 
with Austria is the reason the So- 
viets opposed the settlement.” 


Mr. Byrnes is no longer Secre- 
tary of State and his remarks are 
not official. At the same time, he 
does speak against a background 
of experience which few other 
Americans have. And he voices an 
opinion that has been long held 
by many people in this country, 
and which at the present time is 
subscribed to by more people than 
ever before. But, even aside from 
the weight that must be attached 
to whatever Mr. Byrnes s. ys on the 
subject, the fact remains that 
there must be some course which 
the United States and the other 
Allies will pursue after the Lon- 
don meeting. It can be that this 
course will be charted at London, 
through the drafting of treaties 
for Germany and Austria. If the 
London sessions fizzle, as did the 
Moscow gathering, there will be no 
course indicated. The conviction 
that we can’t cooperate with Rus- 
Sia will be stronger than ever, and 
the policy of “going ahead without 
them” may become inescapable. 

London can be a mile-post in in- 
ternational relations. The meeting 
there can become historic because 
of what it does, or because of what 
it leads to if it does nothing. 


Thomas More Simply 
Asserted Christian Values 
In His ‘Utopia’ 


New York, Nov. 10.—(NC)—AI- 
though St. Thomas More, in his 
“Utopia,” was “simply a Christian, 
affirming Christian values,” he has 
been hailed by Marxians as “one 
of the chief forerunners of the pro- 
letarian revolution,” writes Theo- 
dore Maynard in a new life of St. 
Thomas More, “Humanist as Hero.” 

In his volume of 261 pages, in- 
cluding an index, Dr. Maynard de- 
scribes More’s life as a page to the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, his two 
years at Oxford, his interest in 
humanism, his two marriages, his 
home life and children, and his 
martyrdom under Henry VIII in de- 
fense of the Faith ard of the 
Church. 


“Tt is perfectly evident,” Dr. 
Maynard writes, “from the way 
that his contemporaries received 
the ‘Utopia,’ that they took it to 
be a work offered for the correc- 
tion of society . . . Yet the human- 
ists were not so dense as to credit 
More with the approval of all the 
Utopian customs he described .. . 
He was in the Utopia, amelsewhere, 
simply a Christian, affirming Chris- 
tian values.”

We can’t give these 
things away. How can we make 
other nations rich? By importing 
from them and giving them dollars 
for the things they sell us. And we 
will become importers only if we 
have a larger population that will 
compel us to import. You gan’t 
have an economy of abundance and 
advocate an economy of scarcity 
in population. The. little countries 
of Switzerland, Luxembourg, Bel- 
gium, with their dense populations, 
are prosperous because they are 
compelled to import, and because 
they have to import, they export, 
and their industry thrives. 


At what point a population bal- 
ances industrial and agricultural 
capacity (whether it is 200,000,000 
or 300,000,000) I am not prepared 
to say. Somebody in Washington 
ought to make a study of that. 


We must have a market for in- 
creased production. Where should 
that market be? It can’t be abroad 
‘entirely because these people won’t 
buy from us unless we buy from 
‘them. How can they? We loan 
them money, and how will they be 
able to pay us back? What will 
they pay us in—shipping? We have 
our own shipyards. Coal? We

New York, Nov. 10.—(NC)—

not lived up to expectations. 

“The Councils so elected,” the 
Times said, “did not truly reflect 
the political sentiment of the peo- 
ple.

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Ways For Smoother 
Labor Relations 


Worcester, Mass., Nov. 10— 
(NC)—A few suggestions for the 
benefit of management in effecting 
smoother labor relations were 
‘given by Henry C. Berlin, presi- 
ent of the Converse Rubber Co., 
of Malden, Mass., in a lecture at 
the College of the Holy Cross In- 
stitute of Industrial Relations. 

“The. greatest difficulties,” Mr. 
Berlin said, “have arisen not from 
arbitrable matters generally com 
sidered as a part of the contract, 
but rather on non-arbitrable mat- 
ters involving the respective so- 
vereignties. Both labor and man- 
agement are jealous of their re- 
spective domains, and any attempt 
to trespass by either side invites 
controversy.” 


Mr. Berlin said his company 
never permitted its attorneys im 
the negotiations, because “there 
are some people who harbor the 
thought that lawyers, as a class, 
seek to outsmart or outwit the 
other fellow.” He said his com- 
pany sends its top executive offi- 
cers to carry on negotiations, be- 
cause labor, generally, prefers to 
deal with top executives and the 
move tends to speed up negotia- 
tions. He said his company car- 
ries out negotiations with a mini- 
mum of formality which includes 
negotiators calling each other by 
first names, and also makes it a 
practice of keeping all employees 
advised of the progress of current 
operations. 


Japanese Greatly Prefer 
U.S. Over Communists, 
Army Chaplain States 


Cincinnati, Nov. 10 —(NC)—Far 
from being attracted to commun- 
ism, the Japanese people hope that 
the American forces will remain 
in their country as _ insurance 
against communist aggression, an 
army chaplain who has returned 
to his home here declares. 


The chaplain, the Rev. Edward 
J.. Lambert, who has served since 
1945 on the general headquarters 
staff of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, paid tribute to the work 
of two American Catholics, John 
Harold and Richard Devereaux of 
Detroit, among Japanese labor or- 
ganizations in teaching the Chris- 
tian ideas of social justice and 
combating communist efforts. 


Father Lambert attributed the 
success of the American- occupa- 
tion to five factors: The just treat- 
ment accorded the Japanese by the 
Americans, who evidently have no 
intention of exploiting the country; 
the admiration of the Japanese for 
MacArthur and his practical wis- 
dom; the fact that Hiroliito, whom 
they still hold in high esteem even 
though they no longer regard him 
as divine, is cooperating with the 
American authorities; the native 
docility of the Japanese: and their 
fear of Russian occupation.

He had been ill 
from a heart ailment for the past 
y acter Requiem Mass was of- 
fered for Monsignor Keegan at 
Blessed Sacrament Church, of 
which he had been pastor since 
1933, by Bishop Stephen J. Dona- 
hue, Auxiliary of New York. Bish- 
op Bryan J. McEntegart of Ogdens- 
burg, N. Y., who was connected 
with the New York charities or- 
ganization for many years, deliv- 
ered the sermon. 

Monsignor Keegan organized the 
New York charities for Cardinal 
Patrick Hayes in 1920; at the time 
of his retirement his office super- 
vised the activities of 200 separate 
agencies. He also directed the an- 
nual New York Catholic Charities 
Appeal during his 27 years of 
leadership. — 

The Monsignor was a personal 
friend and White House guest of 
the late President Franklin D.

Rural Life 


Most of the people in extension 
work have always considered them- 
selves primarily as educators, and 
rightly so. Their whole program 
is an educational une. And it could 
easily happen that conservation 
under their control might become 
a matter of distributing bulletins 
and literature. The soil conser- 
vation service is more prae- 
tical. It is perfectly true that 
more technicians are badly needed 
in the field. But if any conserva- 
tion is going to succeed it will do 
so only on a farmer-to-farmer, 
acres-to-acre basis. 

One of the important steps in 
the whole program to stop ero- 
sion is the soil conservation dis- 
trict. This is a complete self-gov- 
erning body that functions active- 
ly and democratically. It is the 
farmers’ own oryanization and is 
entirely free from any kind of 
politics or pressure. What would 
happen to these districts in the 
proposed new set-up? Would they 
be absorbed? Would they cease 
to function as a distinct anony- 
mous group? 

Our agricultural department cer- 
tainly needs streamlining and a 
sound land policy bill must be 
forthcoming to avoid any duplica- 
tion in this matter of conservation. 

If farmers are taught to respect 


their land as a sacred trust from 
God, then it is only reasonable to 
ask that our government and our 
legislators in particular, give it 
that same respect and reverence. 

Let us continue our discussion 
of the Stewart-Reed-Cooley Hill 
bill. 

Another criticism that might be 
levelled against the bill is this, 
that it provides for no cooperation 
among the states and makes no 
reference to nation problems of 
erosion. The bill would create 48 
distinct conservation programs to 
battle with a problem that has 
no respect for state boundaries 
or limits. Erosion must be fought 
on a national level. It is far too 
big and too important to be en- 
trusted to numerous small units. 
This is one case where a national 
organization can function more ef- 
ficiently than 48 state organiza- 
tions. 

Once the soil conservation ser- 
vice was included under extension 
work, then the extension person- 
nel would be in complete charge 
of our whole agricultural program. 
I wonder whether the Extension 
Service is powerful enough to cope 
with poor soil management as 
practiced by big-moneyed inter- 
ests in the grazing ranch lands of 
the west.
